N O Work has ever appeared treating exclusively of the fifteenth century Latin 
Bibles, and yet it is a subject well capable of special treatment and around 
which cluster many points of exceptional interest. The majority of the Bibles of 
the fifteenth century were Latin. All the earliest were editions of the Yulgate— 
nearly every press of note in the infancy of the art of printing produced a Latin 
Bible, and a Latin Bible, it is well known, was, in numerous cases, the earliest ejffort 
of the several printers.

The first print in the volume is the very rare portrait of Hogarth 
and Dog, before the plate was changed to Churchill as the Bear.

Here united, one 
has the enthusiastic research of Dr. Joly, and that of other admirers 
of Hogarth, whose collections he at various times acquired. 

Such a collection should find a resting-place in some national or 
public Institution, where there would be no danger of its being broken 
up. For the Charlemont volumes Dr. Joly alone paid about one thousand 
pounds, and high prices were also given for many of the drawings and 
scarce prints. Such an assemblage of Hogarth’s works in all their 
variations will never again occur for sale; whoever secures it will 
possess one of the greatest monuments of this groat national painter, 
whom Lamb calls the Shakespeare of painting.

This is about as fine a collection of the glorious Liber 
plates as it is now possible to obtain. The over fastidious 
person who declares himself too nice for anything but a set of 
first impressions, requires to be told that there is not one in 
existence. Turner himself sold indiscriminately whatever he 
had of the various issues; and, as far back as 1840, sets were 
only to be made up by selecting (with due regard to the 
customer and the price he was willing to give) impressions 
according to their beauty and the carefulness of the print¬ 
ing. The same considerations prevail to-day; every plate 
must he considered in relation to its own quality. I have 
thus classified the present collection as consisting of— 

20 fine or very fine impressions, 

44 which are good or very good, and 
7 which are unequal to the rest. 

In other words, there are 15 plates of the first published 
issue ; 21 of the second ; 31 of the third ; and 4 of the 
fourth. 

It is easy therefore to see that the copy is one far 
beyond the average state of even the better kind. It is 
almost precisely similar to—and in some respects better 
than—the copy which was formerly in Mr. Ruskin’s pos¬ 
session and which served him for his text. The most 
fastidious amateur might be happy in its possession; any¬ 
one who foolishly dreams of finding something superior will 
have to wait till 1819 comes back again.

This work constitates the first of a scries of 
descriptions of the Private Libraries in 
America, as they appear in the last decade of 
th^resent century. 

Ihe owners of the four Libraries forming 
the first series are well known as careful 
collectors of the rarest and best books, and they 
have had opportunities during the last twenty 
years of securing many treasures such as may 
not occur again in a 'life-time. Their collec¬ 
tions have each a character of its own which 
makes it interesting to bibliophiles here as well 
as in Europe. 

The owners being members of the Soci4t4 
des Bibliophiles Contemporains ” (two), of the 
** Grolier Club of New York ” (two), of the 

8oci6td des Amis des Livres ” (one), and of 
the “ Bookfellow’s Club ” (one), the publica¬ 
tions of these various Societies are here repre¬ 
sented by exceptional copies in original and 
artistio bindings by the modem masters of the 
art here and in Europe. But more particularly 
the present work will show the tendency 
and character of modern book-collecting as 
illustrated by four Libraries, all different, and 
described by a true lover of books, who . is 
quite in sympathy with modem ideas regard¬ 
ing the formation of a choiee and select 
library. 

The process of reproducing bindings has 
now reached such perfection in this city (New 
York), that we can safely promise a series of 
illustrations equal to the b^t work of this kind 
lately done in Paris. As to the typographical 
work, it will be in Mr. De Vinne’s best 
manner, and in all respects equal to his artistic 


printing as ahown by the various publications 
of the Grolier Club. 

It has not become M. du Bois’s task, but his 
delight, to describe in this handsome way four 
selected New York libraries, each with its 
specialty. He does not dust his volumes nor 
settle lon^; on any one of them. He gives the 
characteristics of a collector’s hobby, as far as 
his books are concerned, and then loves to dwell 
on the most precious of the volumes. 

The choice collection of Samuel P. Avery 
attracts H. du Bois. Here are famous bind¬ 
ings. Anyone can appreciate M. Octave 
Uzanne’s expression when bolding a Diane de 
Poitiers volume. “Les mains palpitenl,” and 
you are carried back to the middle of the six¬ 
teenth century. Does anybody mean to say 
that a Duchess of Loagneville book, that was 
bound for her and which she touched with her 
slender fingers, does not evoke emotion 7 Here, 
too, are books that poor King Louis XIV. used 
and annotated. The volumes themselves are 
** tall,” but the bindings make them as precious 
as are jewels set by a Benvenuto Cellini. The 
collection has all the styles of decoration of 
book covers that are classified as Italian, 
Mosaic, Jansenist, Ma’ioli, Grolien Eve, Lo 
Gascon, Derome, and Roger Payne. In 
modem books the Avery collection is rich. 
Here, too, is the smallest atom of a book 
known, Schloss’s English Bijou Almanac,” 
five-eighths of an inch tall by half an inch 
wide. In etchings, engravings, lithographs, 
photographs, and autograph letters, the collec¬ 
tion rans into the thousands .—New York Times, 
February 20th, 1892.

It is fondly hoped 
by the Authors that no apology for the inception and production of such a book will be needeci in 
addressing those whose interest in the Ceramic Arts of Great Britain has led them either to collect, 
me sine labore, some specimens of this fast vanishing ware, or to take careful note of such species as 
are available for public inspection ; but it is likewise their earnest desire to entangle in pleasant 
meshes not a few of the artistic and literary public who know this Early English art only at a 
distance, and have not yet come under its spell.

the originality of the design, but from the mechanical uniformity and precision of execution which 
the slavish copyist can so admirably ensure. 

At least two admirable handb^ks of Early English Pottery exist (those of Mr. Solon and 
Prof. Church) on which it would be impossible to improve, except by expansion at the hands of 
the respective authors. The present work is less ambitious in its scope, but is intended in some 
sort as a supplement to those historical and descriptive treatises. In so far as is possible, every 
named, dated, or inscribed piece of the earlier forms of English pottery known to be in existence is 
described in detail; and, where practicable, these are illustrated by absolutely faithful reproduc¬ 
tions in tint.

PROSPECTUS. 


F alconry, like other Field Sports, has its literature. It would be 
strange if it were not so; for on turning over the pages of the world’s 
history, it is apparent that for centuries it has played a conspicuous 
part amongst the diversions of people of all nations. 

But the literature of the subject has been much neglected. The older treatises 
in all languages have become scarce and costly, and of the rest the booksellers 
are unable to supply, or even to name, a tithe of them. This, perhaps, is partly 
due to the circumstance that no Bibliography of Falconry having any claim 
to completeness exists. It cannot be said that no such work has been 
attempted; for in 1853 the late Professor Schlegel of Leiden appended to his 
splendid Traiti de Fauconnerie a Catalogue Raisonni of such books on the subject 
as were known to him; while since that date has appeared the Bibliographic 
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dc la Chasse of M. Souhart, in which Falconry, although by no means 
adequately treated, has received some share of attention. 

Long prior to the publication of these two works, the Catalogues of Kreysig 
( 1750 ), Lall 6 ment Fr^res ( 1763 ), and Lastri ( 1787 ) included the titles of books on 
Hawking as well as of those relating to other branches of the Chace, while since 
their appearance lists varying in length and importance have been printed by 
Baudrillart, Hammer Purgstall, Riesenthal, and Senores Uhagon y Leguina. 
Of these the most comprehensive is certainly that of Schlegel; but although 
extensive as compared with other lists of the kind, it is conspicuously deficient in 
regard to the titles of English, French, and German works on Falconry; not 
because many of these were printed after Schlegel’s Traite had appeared (which 
would have furnished a sufficient reason for their omission), but because they 
were evidently unknown to him. 

In the present Bibliotheca Accipitraria Mr. Harting, profiting by the labours 
of his predecessors, and prosecuting his researches in all directions, has been 
able to set down 378 titles in 19 languages. These have been transcribed 
verbatim et literatim^ and the various editions and translations indicated. In 
the course of twenty years’ collecting, the majority of the books have been 
either procured, or seen, and carefully examined; and it is believed that no 
printed work of any importance has escaped notice. Incidentally a great number 
of MSS. have been referred to, and the libraries in which they are preserved 
indicated; but they have not been catalogued for two reasons. In the first 
place, the author has already given an account of the English MSS. relating to 
Falconry in his Introduction ” to an Elizabethan treatise on the Sparrowhawk 
and Goshawk (No. 81 of the present BibliothecaYy and, in the next place, no proper 
catalogue of existing MSS. on the subject in other languages could be prepared 
without making a tour of the principal continental libraries, and devoting a 
considerable time to an examination of the originals. It has been thought 
desirable, however, to state where MSS. of importance are deposited, so that 
those who have the leisure and inclination to examine them may be guided in 
their research. This information will be found in the critical notes which 
follow the titles, where, also, the reader will often discover some account of the 
authors of important works, with hints as to the sources of their information. 

In a few cases the extreme rarity of a treatise, or the trouble which would be 
entailed upon those who would attempt the perusal of the originals, has suggested 
a translation of so much as was deemed necessary to convey an accurate notion 
of the contents. For example, a precis is given (pp. 67 - 71 ) of the rare Livre du 
Faulcon (c. i 486 )—of which no English translation exists—^with quotations which 
sufficiently exemplify the phraseology of its unknown author. The history and 
disputed authorship of the almost equally rare Livre du Roi Modus is examined 
(pp. 61 - 66 ). The celebrated Spanish treatise on Falconry by the Prince Don 
Juan Manuel is epitomized (pp. 113 - 115 ), as is also that of the famous work of 
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Martinez de Espinar. An epitome is furnished (pp. 169-172) of the Latin 
work of the Emperor Frederick II. De arte Venandi cum avibus (1245), and 
of the Greek work of Demetrius of Constantinople, written in 1270 (pp. 181-183) ; 
while in the case of the Russian books catalogued, half a dozen in number, a 
transliteration of the titles follows the original, and is succeeded by an abstract of 
the contents. 

The author can claim no acquaintance with Oriental languages, but by means 
of French and German translations, and with the assistance of friends well versed 
in the matter, he has been able to give an account of most, if not all, of the 
treatises on Falconry which are worth quoting in Turkish, Persian, Arabic, 
Chinese and Japanese. 

To Mr. Sydney A. J. Churchill, of the Persian Legation, he is indebted for 
much kind assistance in regard to the Persian and Arabic titles, and the fact that 
the proof-sheets of this portion of the Bibliotheca A ccipitraria have been revised by 
the eminent orientalist. Dr. Rieu of the British Museum, gives it an imprhnatur 
without which it could not be expected to find favour in the eyes of critics. As 
regards the Chinese and Japanese titles, the author is under great obligation to 
Mr. F. V. Dickins, Assistant Registrar of the University of London, whose 
knowledge of these languages has enabled him to give most valuable assistance. 

Altogether there are catalogued 378 titles in 19 languages. The way in 
which they are apportioned will be seen on reference to the following table, which 
also shows the important additions which have been made to the catalogue 
published by Schlegel:—

The work concludes with a Glossary, explaining the technical terms employed 
by English Falconers, and a Vocabulary in seven languages, namely English, 
Dutch, German, French, Spanish, Italian, and Latin. A great many of the 
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terms in this Vocabulary are not to be found in the ordinary Dictionaries, and 
have been taken from the most approved and reliable works on Falconry. 

The Illustrations form a special feature of the work. The author’s aim 
has been to give authoritative representations of Falconers of various nations, in 
their national costumes, and with the hawks and falcons used by them ; 
and, likewise (whenever it has been possible), to furnish portraits of celebrated 
Falconers by equally celebrated artists. Thus Holbein, Van Dyck, Titian, Frans 
de Vriendt, commonly called Frans Floris, Gerhardt, and others have been laid 
under contribution, and portraits by these masters have been faithfully reproduced 
by the skill of Mr. William Griggs, who has also furnished copies of several rare 
prints of Hawking by Dutch, German, French, and Italian artists, secured by the 
author in the course of many years’ collecting. 

Amongst the portraits may be specially mentioned those of Robert Cheseman, 
Falconer to Henry the Eighth ; the Hon. Lewis Latham, Falconer to Charles the 
First, and Sir Ralph Sadler, Grand Falconer to Queen Elizabeth. The last 
named, printed in colours from a panel portrait by Marc Gerhardt, in possession 
of Sir John Astley, Bart., forms an appropriate frontispiece to the Volume.

Mr. Digby Wyatt writes thus:—“In delicacy of handling, and minute hot faultless execution, 
the whole range of palseography offers nothing comparable to these early Irish MSS. and those 
produced in the same style in England. The most marrellous of them all is the Book of Kells, 
some of the ornaments of which I attempted to copy, but broke down in despair. Mr. Westwood 
examined the pages as I did for hours together, without ever detecting a false line or irregular 
interlacement.** Dr. Waagen says that “ the ornamental pages, borders, and initial letters [of 
these MSS.] exhibit snch a rich yariety of beautiful and peculiar designs, so admirable a taste 
in the arrangement of the colours, and such an uncommon perfection and finish that one feels 
absolutely struck with amazement.** Splendid as are the kindred MSS. known as the Book of 
Lindisfame, the Book of St. Chad, and the Gospels of MacRegol, the Book of Kells far surpasses 
them, both in the lavish abundance and the minute delicacy of its ornamentation. Besides the 
numerous pages which are entirely covered with ornaments, the initial letters of every sentence 
in the Gospels are treated as a subject for the artist, and this with the most amazing variety. 
The grace and beauty of the design are well matched by the exquisite softness and harmony of 
the colouring, which is in general well preserved. 

It is proposed to publish a series of photographic reproductions of the principal pages and of 
a few of the most striking initials ; and as the work of the former is often very minute, enlarge¬ 
ments will be given of select portions. It is hoped that these reproductions, besides their interest 
for the public, will be found to supply useful lessons to Art Students. No attempt will be made 
to reproduce the colour, as it is believed that to do so by any mechanical process would be 
impossible. The attempts hitherto made in this direction have proved unmitigated failures. But 
by the use of the isochromatic method the proper balance of light and shade con be to some 
extent preserved. The absence of colour will of course sometimes make it more difficult to 
follow the interlacing. In order to bring the work within the reach of Art Students of all 
grades, it will be issued in parts containing about five plates, at three shillings each part.

Small as this Yolame is in bulk, it is neTertheless the moat comprehensive and practical 
treatise on the snbject. It recites the origin and anthorship of about a hundred and twenty 
distinct metrical translations of the Psalms, and gives a careful bibliog^phy which, in relation 
to the earlier and more popular versions, is a matter of no small importance. Furthermore the 
reader is enabled to judge of the literary quality of the work done by the various translators by 
means of the examples given. These are the full and exact citation of the first verses of 
Psalm I and i’salm XXIII from each rendering. Short bio^aphies of the translators 
accompany the citations; and the literary and historical relations of the various Psalters to each 
other and to contemporary work are carefully noted. 

Whether regarded as a contribution to English literary history, or to liturgical bibliography 
—^this book is a boon to the student, and furmshes a ready source of information which could 
nowhere else be attained in any single book of reference.

Chandos was the herald of the famous 
Sir John Chandos, Constable of Aquitaine, 
whose history is intimately connected with the 
Black Prince. As it was a part of his duty 
to attend his master on the field of battle, he 
must have had ample opportunity of gathering 
materials for writing a good history. 

He was a matter-of-fact writer, his style 
being vigorous and at the same time often 
elegant. He disclaims having any motive in 
common with the Jongleurs and Jogelenrs, 
his object being to record events as they really 
happened. He was an original writer and no 
copyist. 

A great part of the events which he relates, 
he himself appears to have personally wit¬ 
nessed, and the remainder he has collected 
from eye-witnesses. 

In the first part he notices the youth of 
Edward, his object being to introduce his hero, 
before bringing him forward into active life. 

The landing at La Hogue, the conquest of 
Cotentin and the jirogress of the army is passed 
over quickly until the meeting with the French 
forces at Crkcy ; but we get more minute 
particulars when we come to the description of 
the battle of Poitiers, w’hich is described at 
considerable length as he heard it from an eye¬ 
witness of that great victor}\ 

Among the events of the following years he 
mentions the marriage of the Block Prince 
with the Counte.ss of Kent, and his proceeding 
with his bride to Bordeaux, as Governor of 
Aquitaine. 

The account of the War in Spain occupies 
more than one-third of the poem. The appli* 


cation of Don Pedro to the Prinde, tbe conduct 
of the Free Companies and Don Enrique, the 
correspondence with the King of Navarre, the 
Passage of the Pyrenees, etc., are recorded; as 
also tbe re-taking of Limoges, the fall of La 
Rochelle, and the attempt of the Prince and his 
father to relieve Thouars. 

The poem closes with a very affecting ac¬ 
count of the last illness and dea& of the Blade 
Prince, to which is added the Epitaph upon 
his tomb in Canterbury Cathedral, with a list 
of the different oflScers who served under him 
in Aquitaine. 

The poem was composed about tbe year 1386 
or a little earlier. 

The original MS. in oblong 8vo. consisting 
of 61 leaves, in vellum, is remarkably well 
written; and ornamented with illuminated 
capital letters. It was formerly in the col¬ 
lection of Sir William Le Neve, Mowbray, and 
afterwards Clarencieux Herald ; then in that 
of Sir John Clopton; later on it fell into 
the hands of Dr. George Clarke, Fellow of All 
Souls’ College, who beqneatbed it to Worcester 
College, where it still remains. 

The names of Englishmen are spelled 
coiTOctly, and the chronology is exact. The 
Epitaph on the Black Prince at tbe end is the 
very same that the Prince ordered in his will. 

M. Francisque-Michel has reconstituted a 
critical text in the exact form of the original, 
his English translation being fluent and trust¬ 
worthy. His work entirely supersedes the 
Rev. H. O. Coxe’s edition of this MS. issued 
for the Roxburghe Club.

This, as well as the totally 
different scheme of colour which is observable in my copy, shows that Blake produced each of 
the three as a distinct artistic work. The difference is most striking in the lar^r plates, which, 
in my copy, exhibit the best effort of Blake’s skill, and present richly-toned pictures in which 
the figures seem to be modelled in beautiful relief ,* while in the Museum copy they are fiat, 
dark, and indistinct. 

Blake’s Milton was unknown to Gilchrist and to W. M. Koesetti when he compiled the list 
in Gilchrist’s book.

Ever since the time of Vasari it has been the custom to speak of Clovio as the representative 
of the art of Miniature Painting, and as the greatest of its innumerable professors. The object 
of this Biography is to determine how far this estimate is correct, and to what extent it has 
arisen from the almost universal ignorance respecting other miniaturists.

stripped bare and tied to a stake, he was burnt alive, always accompanied by our Company, who 
sang the litanies, whilst the spiritual comforters until the last moment exhorted him to give up 
his obstinacy, in which, at last, he ended his wretched and unhappy life.” 

It will thus be seen that Giordano Bruno died nobly and firmly, even as he had lived ; and 
that those who have asserted the contrary have vilely calumniated him.**— Academy, March

Like Shakespeare, Homer, Milton, Virgil, Dante, and Cervantes, Camoens 
has his votaries throughout the world. One of the master-minds which have 
stamped literature with the seal of imperishable genius, his cultus is not confined 
to the land that gave him birth nor to the geographical limits of the Portuguese 
Language. In many countries translators have endeavoured to reproduce the 
poetry of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious. In 1655, Sir Eichard Fanshaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertin ; 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant cempauion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. BKs great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without loosing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggingly and success¬ 
fully to the end.

Until 1852, it was unknown that the Spanish 
text of Columbus’s letter had ever been printed 
before the present century ;—all the old editions 
of the * Epistola Christophori Colom cui etas 
nostra multum debets ’ having been published 
from a Latin translation of the original made 
at the close of April, 1493. In 1852, there 
was added by bequest to the Ambrosian library 
in Milan, a small 4to. of four leaves, which 
contained the lost Spanish text, printed pro¬ 
bably in 1493 or 1494, no date or place being 
given. Not, however, till 1863 was the fact 
made known, and from that time till a short 
while ago the Ambrosian small 4to. has en¬ 
joyed the reputation of being unique. It could 
not be shown to have been printed in Spain, 
for, although it had imdoubtedly been given to 
the press by a Spanish editor, tie compositor’s 
work was plainly not that of a Spaniard. 
Moreover, the small 4to. pamphlet size seemed 
to bring it into nearer relation with the small 
4to. translations which appeared in 1493-1495, 
all outside of Spain—in Italy, France, and 
Germany. 

At last, a few months ago, the true Spanish 
edition was discovered in Spain. It is a large 
pamphlet of two leaves or four pa^es, in a 
quadrate small folio shape. The text is plainly 
that from which the Ambrosian small 4to. was 
reprinted, but there are, here and there in the 
folio, certain tokens of a Catalan workshop, 
such as magestat^ renit, grands, quails, tern- 


porals, which the Spanish editor of the small 4to. 
corrected (magestad, venid, gra/ndes, quales, 
temporales')^ and we are thus assured that the 
folio was printed in Barcelona, where the court 
was residing when Columbus sent his letter 
iiom Palos on the 15th or 16th March, 1493. 
He waited for permission to follow it before he 
quitted Seville to which he had gone from 
Palos, and it was about the 15th of April that 
he i*eached Barcelona. To that date, or to 
sometime before the close of the month, wo 
may assign the printing of the folio. The 
Latin translation which has so often been 
printed was finished on the 29th of April, and 
carried abroad for publication ; and it may be 
supposed that the Ambrosian reprint belongs 
to the same ^riod—that is, to some time in 
the month of May or June. 

A peculiarity of spelling, apparently much 
affected by Columbus, was that of writing haun 
que instep of aunque (although). In one 
instance, as the Barcelona folio shows, be 
wrote the 7iaun thus: Tiau, and the foreign 
compositor of the Ambrosian small 4to. took 
this incomprehensible abbreviation to represent 
haver (a form of haber or avere common to 
both peninsulas), and so he printed it, making 
nonsense of the phrase. (It occurs in the 
description of the reckless generosit ^of the 
natives in giving whatever they had, no matter 
how valuable, for new coins of the lowest 
denomination.) 


The original letter is extant in a single copy only, now in my possession, which was 
discovered in Spain last year. Its importance as a typographical and historical monument may 
be estimated from the fact (sufficiently demonstrated in the bibliographical notes) that it was 
printed at Barcelona in April, 1493, and preceded not only the unique small quarto in Spanish, 
preserved in the Ambrosian Library, but also the various editions of the Latin translation 
through which the first Letter of Columbus has hitherto been known to the world. 

In the book market it seems there is just now an extraordinary rise in the price of all 
documents, first editions, original MS. letters, old reprints, and memorials generally of 
Christopher Columbus. Two reprints of the first letter of the navigator extant from America 
were sold the other day, one to roe Boston Library for £580, and the other to a New York 
collector for £5U0. Yet Mr. Aspinall, the well-known English collector, originally bought them 
for £15. 15s and £31. 10s. No doubt the craze of rich Americans to accumulate in their cities 
eveiything that gpves the United States some semblance of an ancient history is the cause of 
this rise in the market value of Columbus memorials. Mr. Quarttch, of Piccadilly, still 
continues to hold the most precious of all the doexunents relating to Columbus now in existence. 
It is the first printed copy of |his letter written from Lisbon to Ferdinand and Isabella, and 
printed at Barcelona, which was at the time the seat of the Conrt. We understand that £1600
